Les. To the inhabitants of the town of Plainfield qualified to 
vote in town affairs:— 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Meriden, in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Collector, one or more, not exceeding three, Highway Agents, one 
Library Trustee for three years and all other necessary town officers 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
pay outstanding notes and interest, and all other necessary town ex- 
penses for the ensuing vear. 


Art. 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the repairs of highways and bridges, above the amount required 
by law, for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
pay the School Board the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
arrange its records and provide a suitable place for their preservation. 


Art. 7.. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road com- 
mencing near, and North of the house of Lucien L. Cobb, continuing 
Northerly to the foot of the hill South of the house of Harry P. 
Emery, being the Easterly Road between said points and known as 
the New Road. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road com- 
mencing near, and North of the house of Lucien L. Cobb, continuing 
Northerly to the foot of the hill South of the house of Harry P. 
Emery, being the Westerly Road between said points and now 
generally known as the Old Road. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to dispense with delivering 
inventory blanks until the time of taking the inventory. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to dispense with a liquor 
agent the ensuing year. 

Art. 11. To see what action the town will take in relahie to the 
reports of the town officers. 

Art. 12. To transact any other business that may properly come 
before the meeting.

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To THE CITIZENS OF PLAINFIELD: 


The wheels of time have made another revolution 
and we are again brought to the time when we are called 
upon to make our annual report of the condition of your 
schools for the past year. The same general thoughts 
respecting the subject of education naturally recur from 
year to year. .We must consider how we may best ad- 
vance the interest of our schools and in what way the 
culture they afford shall be best adapted to the demands 
of practical life. We are called upon to enforce a system 
of education for those who will soon mould society ‘and 
supply the places of the receding generation. 

We are aware that our schools are constantly chang- 
ing. We assume that there are hardly more.than fifty per 
cent. of the number of scholars today, of school age, that 
there were even ascore of years ago and our schools 
have not the pupils from eighteen to twenty-five years 
of age that were such a help in our schools in years past. 
Our schools at the present time, or many of them, are 
essentially primary and we should appreciate the im- 
portant truth, that we give to the first years in the school- 
room the most careful and thorough instruction in the 
rudiments of knowledge. In the present age when the 
opportunities of self culture have so greatly increased 
and where one having the starting point of a mind well 
grounded in the first principles of knowledge, can go on 
by himself to the acquirement of a liberal education in 
after life. We urge upon parents the importance of 
showing to their children that not so much depends upon 
the work they do in school as the way they do it. We 
would that their instruction might be more thorough than 
extensive. 

We will not make a detailed statement of each 
school or teacher. On the whole we think we have been 
very fortunate in the selection of our teachers, mistakes 
have been made, but whenever practical and possible it 
has been the purpose of your Board to avoid making a 
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change of teachers in the various schools from term to 
term. We believe the efficiency of our schools can only 
be maintained by carrying out this plan. 

We have maintained no school in the “Hersey” dis- 
trict during the year. The scholars from that district be- 
ing brought to Meriden at a small expense, being much 
less than it would cost to have maintained a school there 
and the scholars have more schooling and better instruc- 
tion than they could have had in this district. We have 
made arrangements for scholars to be educated by private 
instruction or by conveyance to nearest schools where 
there were only one or two ina division. Many of our 
winter schools are still in session, but we feel that we can 
say that every one is a success and much interest is mani- 
fested by pupils, teachers and parents.
